would also allow for easier upkeep of the surrounding 
grass areas." The board agreed this sounded like a good 
idea. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with Finance Commit- 
tee (FinCom) Chairman Richard Gamache and Mark Estes 
regarding the feasibility of hiring a Town Planner and 
Conservation Agent in the future. 

Mr. Estes noted that although not all area towns 
charge fees for conservation filings, some use this revenue 
to help defer the costs of hiring additional support staff. 

"If we can start imposing some fees, we can defer 
the costs of a Conservation Agent," Selectman Andrews 
agreed. 

"We all agree that we need to do something, but 
not necessarily cause the townspeople to pay more," 
Chairman Lambalot agreed. 

"It would help for the ConCom to get some type 
of professional assistance," Selectman Andrews said. "I 
think probably the first thing we need to do is get the 
(conservation) by-laws changed." 

"Maybe we can contact SPvPEDD and get some 
sample by-laws ... there's no need to reinvent the wheel," 
Chairman Lambalot said. 

Mr. Estes also suggested appointing a committee 
for six months and charge them with the task of looking at 
such needs for the town's immediate future. "I've spoken 
with different people about different issues," Mr. Estes 
said. "We're not going to spend any money on a Town 
Planner (or) Conservation Agent in the near future (but) if 
we have clear-cut goals ... I feel confident we can make 
some progress at zero cost to the town." 

"The important thing is to be a liaison between all 
the departments," Selectman Andrews said, adding that 
this could help bring more commercial development into 
town to broaden the tax base. "We can decide what we 
want to do with the landfill, with the corporate park, talk

At 7:10 pm the board met with Henry Roberts 
and Gordon Vineyard of the Buzzards Bay Regatta (BBR) 
and Harbormaster Charles Bradley to discuss plans for 
this year's race. 

"The important thing we're here for is to go over 
the things we're doing this year which are different," Mr. 
Vineyard said. "We have an extremely experienced 
committee this year. There's been a great deal of discus- 
sion between the police and harbormaster, and it's been 
an ongoing discussion.

development, brought up the issue. Keri Wozniak, Senior Project 
Engineer for Rizzo Associates, was asked to address this matter. 
According to Ms. Wozniak, the planned design of the Village at 
Mattapoisett (the complex which is now under consideration, 
replacing The Regatta originally planned for the area in question 
by Mr. Lanagan) will reduce the amount of water discharge 
leaving the site by 48 to 55 percent. 

Commission Chairman John DeMello said the town 
beach has a flooding problem and he indicated that he did not 
want the proposed project to overload the brook flowing to the 
beach. "Our goal is to make sure it doesn't get worse," he said. 
The plan calls for two-bedroom units with options for decks and 
screen porches in the 55-year-old and older complex. Included 
will be a swimming pool, pavilion, pool house, and shuffleboard 
court area. 

Stephen Kelleher is the architect for the project. 
According to Mr. Kelleher, the townhouse structures will be less 
than 30-feet high and said five percent "maybe" will be handi- 
capped-accessible units. Mr. Lanagan said the handicap units 
will be provided upon demand and can be "retrofitted." 
Questioned about complaints that might surface dealing with 
alleged violations of conditions at the site, Mr. DeMello said the 
Order of Conditions, which will be issued, has to be addressed 
by the condominium owners. Mr. Lanagan said the condo- 
minium association on the property will be responsible for 
performing maintenance on the complex. 

As for the retention pond, Mr. DeMello, in answer to a 
question, said members of the commission would see that the 
pond is cleaned out, if necessary. 

So far, it appears as if the commission is being diligent 
in its outlook concerning the proposed development. Let us 
hope that the trend continues. There are more hearings coming 
up.

WILD BABY BIRDS 

I found a baby bird on the ground. What should 
I feed it? 

Baby birds are frequently found near their nests. 
If the bird has no feathers, try to find the nest 
and put the bird back. If the bird is mobile and 
feathered, keep dogs and cats away from the 
area and the mother bird will probably feed and 
care for it. 

I thought that if I touched the bird the mother bird 
would smell my scent and would reject the baby. 
That's an old wives' tale as birds have poor 
senses of smell. Allowing the mother to raise the 
young increases their chances of survival.

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Spy Game

Thoroughly cool (scene for scene) and just as thoroughly 
forgettable, The Bourne Identity has some of the pared-down, 
businesslike thrills of Ronin but little of its personality. You enjoy 
it while you're there, but once you've seen it, you've seen it — you 
don't feel as though there are secrets and meanings tucked away 
in dark corners, as you do with a more artful thriller like 
Christopher Nolan's Memento (or his more recent movie, Insomnia). 
Many, indeed, will compare this film to Memento, and for good 
reason: Both are about mysterious protagonists who can't 
remember anything, and who, we suspect, don't want to remember. 
But Memento immersed the audience in the hero's disorientation, 
while The Bourne Identity is just another thrill ride, though a 
reasonably well-crafted one. 

Something about Matt Damon — his mixture of hard and 
soft features, maybe — has compelled directors to put him in one 
identity crisis after another. He seems both defined and blank, 
which works well for his character here, Jason Bourne, who has 
no memory of who he is but knows he has certain talents for 
survival. He has six different passports (under different names) 
stashed away, he finds (to his surprise) that he can speak a variety 
of languages, and when cornered he instinctively lashes out in 
devastating self-defense — it's as if his mind forgot who he is but 
his body remembers very well. 

The CIA, led by a frowning Chris Cooper, wants to find 
Bourne, or kill him, or both. Bourne isn't sure which, so he flees 
to Paris, along with a German drifter named Marie (Franka 
Potente, of Run Lola Run), whom he entices with $10,000 and the 
promise of more. For Marie, the trip soon becomes less about the 
money than about the adventure; though Marie's character is 
drawn even more sketchily than Bourne's, the dynamic and 
entrancing Potente gives the movie a badly needed shot of what- 
the-hell spirit. Terrified in moments of danger, Marie nonetheless 
gets it together enough to yell at an assassin, demanding to know 
where he got her picture. Potente also lends the movie a good 



helping of Euro-style, particularly after her hair is cropped short 
and dyed black and she appears in a black turtleneck; she's like a 
beat poet in the middle of a blockbuster, and she's just irrefutably 
cool. 

Written by Tony Gilroy and William Blake Herron, based on 
a Robert Ludlum thriller (it was adaptedbefore as a 1988 miniseries, 
with Richard Chamberlain), The Bourne Identity doesn't bother 
much with the reality of what it might be like to discover gradually 
that one is, at the very least, a highly skilled government agent of 
some sort, or maybe worse. Damon slips into foreign tongues and 
has the wit to show a flash of bemusement — "I know this?" he 
might be thinking — but I would've liked to have seen him feeling 
triumphant, or horrified, or something, in the aftermath of his 
violence. Director Doug Liman, in a sharp change of pace from his 
earlier Swingers and Go, doesn't seem interested in Bourne's 
morality; he's just along for the ride. 

And it's occasionally a satisfying one. Bourne's reflexive 
genius at getting out of any sticky situation becomes something 
of a joke (one that I wish we were encouraged to share in); he has 
a brief, savage bout with an assassin in a hotel room, and a nicely 
staged encounter with another assassin in a field of tall grass. 
There's also a supremely bumpy car chase over the cobblestones 
of Paris that — perhaps because Franka Potente is riding shotgun, 
caught between panic and ecstasy — manages to be strangely 
charming. The Bourne Identity does the job, but it's a very basic job; 
I can' t work up a lot of respect for a movie that relegates fine actors 
like Brian Cox, Julia Stiles, and the imposing Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje (late of HBO's prison series Oz) to glorified walk-ons. The 
movie is about muscular speed and skill, and that's all it's about. 
Like its hero, it's blank by design.

Sometimes it's the little things in life that people 
best remember. We all strive to leave a mark in our 
lifetime, to make that so-called "lasting impression" 
on others. Yet you don't necessarily have to bang a 
gong or strike up the band to get recognized for your 
efforts. Very often, there are those little gestures or 
easy-offered acts of kindness done in passing which 
we fear remain unnoticed and unacknowledged. 

Rest assured, someone's watching — be it here 
or in the afterlife. 

So it was that I came to learn of Martin J. 
"Mickey" Bauer's passing last week. A fellow 
Mattapoisett resident came into our office to note that 
Mickey had passed away the night before and some- 
one had made a makeshift memorial in front of the 
now-empty stool where Mickey usually sat in the Sea- 
port Village and Ice Cream Shoppe on Route 6. A veri- 
table fixture in the popular eatery during his twilight 
years, Mr. Bauer's absence spoke volumes to those 
he used to meet and greet daily, and someone thought 
enough to pay small tribute to Mickey by perching a 
single red rose in an overturned styrofoam cup on 
which Mr. Bauer's nickname was written. 

They say it's the thought that counts, and Mickey 
apparently had more than a few friends who thought 
he was someone special in a town known for being 
special. 

The husband of the late Elsie G. (Washburn) 
Bauer, the 86-year-old Martin J. "Mickey" Bauer was 
born in New Bedford but lived in Mattapoisett for 83 
years. He was a communicant at St. Anthony's 
Church in Mattapoisett, and was formerly employed 
and probably best-known as the custodian at Center 
School for 19 years until his retirement in 1985. He 
previously worked for the 7-Up Bottling Company 
and H.R Hood Milk Company and was a firefighter 
for the Town of Mattapoisett and for Otis Air Force 
Base. He also served as an auxiliary police officer for 
the Mattapoisett Police Department. 

A veteran of the Army Air Corps during World 
War II, he was a sergeant with the 353rd Army Air 




Force Base Unit involved with chemical warfare at 
Elmendorf Air Force Base in Anchorage, Alaska. Mr. 
Bauer received the Asiatic Pacific Campaign Ribbon, 
the American Theatre Campaign Ribbon and the 
Good Conduct Medal, and was a member of the Flo- 
rence Eastman American Legion Post 280 in 
Mattapoisett and the Harold S. Nickerson Disabled 
Veterans Chapter 118 in Westport. 

Despite this impressive list of achievements, how- 
ever, I suspect it is simply the "little things" that 
Mickey Bauer did as an active and vibrant resident 
of Mattapoisett for which he'll best be remembered 
... and which touched other people in some small way. 
It's obvious that someone at Seaport Village was 
moved enough to pay tribute to him with the make- 
shift rose memorial last week, and you don't come 
across that kind of voluntary appreciation very of- 
ten. Mickey may surely be missed, but he managed 
to leave his mark on Mattapoisett. We should all be 
so lucky.
